‘The School Board of Warren present this 
the Seventh Annual Report of the condition 
of the schools in said town for the year end- 
ing March 1, 1893: 


One or more of the Board has visited each 
school twice during each term, and they 
have endeavored. to conscientiously dis- 
charge the duties of their office, and beg 
leave to report that the schools are generally 
in a prosperous condition. 


DISTRICT NO. t. 


Both terms, spring and fall, were taught 
by Miss Alice M. Bartlett, and the success 
attending her previous efforts was equally 
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manifest. The progress made was all that 
could be expected, Th: advancement made 
in reading was especially marked. 


DISTRIC PNG: 


The spring terin of ten weeks was taught 
by Miss Mabel Hackett. ‘here was some 
misunderstanding at first of the term be- 
tween teacher and some of the scholars, in 
consequence of which a number left the 
school. Miss Hackett labored hard for the 
good of the school and the pupils who re- 
mained made fair progress. 

The fall and winter terms of ten weeks 
each were taught by Miss Annie G. Wad- 
leigh. These fully met our approval as was 
autie manifest by the interest of both teach- 
er and pupils. Good adyanceirent was 
made in all the branches taught, notably in 
arithmetic, grammar and book- rheebldi 

The ea Department—This_ school 
was taught the entire year, three terms of 
ten weeks each, by Miss Bertha E. Smith.

LIBRARY REPORT 


Report oF TRUSTEES OF WARREN FREE Pupsric 
LIBRARY, FOR YEAR EnpInG Fes 28, 1893. 


The town at the annual town meeting. held March 
8, 1892, having accepted the provisions of the ‘*Act 
for the Establishment and efticiency of Free Public 
Libraries,” chose a board of three trustees and made 
an appropriation of twenty-five dollars. as required by 
that act. 

The State Library commissioners having been noti- 
fied of the action of the town, indue time the books. 
102 in number, donated by the State.as the nucleus of 
a library. were received. 

The Warren Ladies’ Library Association also gave 
to the town in aid of the town library. their property. 
consisting of books and cash on hand. We also ac- 
tnowledge the donation of eight books by Mrs. Dr. 
Robert E. Merrill, and one volume, **Froude’s Life of 
Julius Cesar,” from an unknown friend. ‘To these 
valuable gifts the trustees have added. by purchase, 
forty-eight volumes, besides Liarpers’, The Century. 
The Cosmopolitan and St. Nicholas Magazines for the 
curvent year. Among the books received from the 
Ladies’ Library Association, are’ Harpers’ Magazine 
for the years LSd0. 791 and 792, snd The Century for 
1891 and ‘#2, ten volumes tn all, for the binding of
